Seven miles and an hatf, of our miles 4 which 
they Travelled os foor, for 'tis ſaid hey walked, (Mark 16.12.) and 
Teſus 1n their company, Preaching to them (out of «Moſes and 
the Prophets.) the DoArine of Chriſt's Death and Reſurrection. 

When they came near to Z7mans it was towards Evening, and 
the day far ſpent, (Luk.'24. 29.) they. did there: abide for ſome 
time, and Zefws with them, continuing, to, Preach on the ſame 
Subject, and was at length known to them by breaking of Bread, 
ver. 30. 35. After which they returned -to- Jeruſalem and told 
theſe things to the Diſciples then gathered together, ver. 33. B 
which time (having now walked another Sever miles and an half) 
we may reaſonably ſuppole it to be prettylate at night; For,when 
they farſt approached: to. Emmaus it was then fo late, as that ir 
was not: thought convenient-( unleſs upon ſome ſuch great occa- 
ſion) to Travel further, ver. 28. 

Yet, after they were come back to Jeruſalem, Chriſt then ap- 
peared himſelf to the Diſciples, bleffing them, reproaching their 
unbelief,. confirming their Fark iving them /n$7rufFions, and 
Comms:ſfion for Preaching the Goſdel, and Planting the Chriſtian

So that from very early in the Morning whale 1t was dark, till 
very /ate night and about Adid-night, was the fe day, the firſt 
day of the Week. 'Tis manifeſt therefore that about our Sa- 
viours time,according to the Computation of the New-Teſtament, 


. both the Jews and the Four. Evangeliſts did; reckon their days, 


from mid-night_ to mid-night.. And ,1f they did not- ſo reckon, 
Chriſt cou]Jd not be ſaid ( Mar. 12. 40.) to be three days and three 
nights inthe. heart of the earth...

6. the Paſs-over was to be killed in the 
Firſt month, on the Fourteenth day in the Evening; which I 
think is agreed by all to be the Evening at the end of the Four- 
reenth day, (not that at the end of the Thirteenth, )} for the'next 
longed to the Fourteenth day. | 
But 1t 15 noted 11 the Margin of our Bibles, that it is, 1n the 


Hebrew, between the two Evenings. You'l ask perhaps, whatare 
thoſe 72wo Evuenmgs : T'letell you what I think they are. - : 

The word Day, you know, 1s taken in a double fenſe. Some- 
times for (what we call) the Natural day (as 1t 1s contradiſtin= 
guiſhed to night) from Sun-rifing to Sun-ſetting: ſometimes for 
( what we call ) the- Artificial day (or wy Huge ) fo as to take tn 
both day and night. Our Saviour tells us there are Twelve hours 
in the day ; meaning the Natural day. ' But in the Artificial day 
(of which we are now: ſpeaking) there be Four and Twenty 
hours. Some pleaſe -to call that the Nararal day, which I call 
the Artificial (for all do not uſe the words 1n the ſame ſenſe) 
Bot that matters not, ſo Jong as'we underſtand one another. - , © 
_. Now by the word 'Zv#nmg'1s underſtood the end of the day: 
Which, as to the Natural day, is at Sunſet ; but as to the' Ar77-

On the firſt day of. the Week 
when the Diſciples came together. to break bread, Paul\Preached un- 
to: them, ready to depart on the morrow, . and. continued his Speech 
until Mid-night. Which is ſo plain that-he is much put to his 
ſhifts to avoid it. That there is a Religions Aſſembly of the Diſci- 
ples, he doth not deny; Paul was Preaching very late, even till 
Maid-night, .and they met to break bread, which.

Doth he think that this 
Fourteenth day at even was the end of the Thirteenth day,the Four- 
teenth day then beginning? I think every body elſe takes it to be 
the evening at the end of the Fourteefith day, and the Fifteenth 
day (on the morrow ) was the firſt day of the Feaſt of Unleaven- 
ed Bread. For though it were the fourteenth day at evening, yet . 
it was the forurzeenth day, not the fifreenth. 

And Zuke 23. 54. the evening after our Saviours Crucifixion, 
on the ſixth day, when it was /ate at night (as was ſhewed before 
and muſt be, according to the ſtory of what had been done before 
that time) was yet but zhe preparation, not the Sabbath, the Se- 
venth day being not yet begun. For ſo we have 1t, z# was the pre 
paration, and the Sabbath drew on. And the Women were then 
preparing their Spices and Oyntments, yet reſted the Sabbath day 
accoraimg to the Commandment; So that the Sabbath day was not yet 
begun. Nor was it ended when the evening of the next day began; 
but on the morning of the day following, as was ſhewed above. 

And (as we ſhewed at-large before) the fir? day of the Week 
( on which Chriſt roſe) began very early in the morning while it 
was dark, and continued (the ſame day) till very /ate at night.

And much more, 
that there is nothing of 1t in the Book of Jov&. And, that _

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of his friends (amongſt the many charges they bring againſt him) 
ſhould never obje& his Neg/e# of the Sabbath, or warit of duc ob-

'Tis certain therefore that ( »is ozf6d7or) the firſt day of the 
FYeek, or the firſt day after "he Sent Sabbath, was from the Re. 
ſurre@tion of Chriſt and after, eminently fignalized, as a day of 
ſpecial Obſervation ; "Twas honoured with Chriſts Reſtrref7ron on 
that day ; with his firſt appearance to eMary ec HMagdalen and the 
other Women; then, to the Two Diſciples going to Emmans, and 
- his Religious Aſſembly with them there; after that, tv the Dz- 
ſciples at Feruſalem and aſſembling with them the ſame day; and 
the whole time of thoſe Afſemblings employed inRe/zgions Exer- 
ciſes, (Preaching, Celebrating the Lords Supper, Inſtrufting and 
Blefling his Diſciples, and giving them Commiſſion for Preach- 
ing the Goſpel and Planting the Chriſtian Church.) And again 
with the ſame Diſciples on that day ſen-night, aflembled with 
them, and in like manner employed. It was ſpecially fignalized 
alſo by the Miraculous Effuſion of the Holy Ghoft on that day, in 
a great aſſembly of Jews and Gentiles on the day of Pentevo#; 
and the day employed 1n Preaching and other PRelgrons exerciſes. 
It was obſerved 1n like manner at 77oas, in preaching the Word, 


. Celebrating the Lords Supper,and other Religious Communion,as 


things there aſua/ on that day, It was obſerved at Cor:mth, not 
once onely, but as a thing of conrſe ; and ſo preſumed by-the A- 
poſtle when he gives particular InſtruQions concerning a Col- 
lection for the Saints to be made weekly on that day. And in 
I:ke manner in the Churches of Ga/atia, with a like JireRtion to 
them. ( And we have no-reaſon to ſuſpe& but that 1n other 
Churches alſo, there was a like cuſtome of obſerving that day. ) 
And it 1s the onely day of the week (unleſs the Seventh-day, in 
order to the Few?ſh Sabbath) that is ſo much as Mentioned by 
name after the Reſurrection of Chriſt. (At leaſt T do not at 
preſent remember the Second, Third, Fourth, Fiith, or Sixth day 
of the' week by name ſo mentioned.) Now what we have reaſon 
to believe was ſo generally obſerved after the Reſurre&ion, by 
Chrilt himſelf ( more. than once,) by his Apoſtles, and by the 
Chriſtan Churches in their days; we have reaſon to believe was 


according to Chriſts direction. For we know very well, that 
| : Chrilt 
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Chriſtdid after his reſurrefton grve commandments to the Apoſtles: 
about thmgs pertaining unto the kingdome of God, and ſetling the 
Chriſtian Church. What thoſe Commandments were in particn- 
lar, we cannot tell; bur are to preſume that what they did there- 
10, was purſuant of thoſe commands ; and this in particular about 
obſerving the fir/t day of the week, which: we call the Chriſtian 
Sabbath; and which ( 1n contradiltinQion to the Jewiſh Sabbath j 
1s called the Lord's day ; Rev. 1. 10. And hath accordingly been 
ſo called, and ſo obſerved ever ſince. Which being ſo praQtiſed 
by the Apoſtles, and ſo continued ever ſince, I take to be a good 


warrant for us to continue it, as a thing agreeable to the Wall 


of God. 

As to what he ſo often objects, that there is no expreſs command 
thereof recorded: that is, not ſuch a command as our Author de- 
mands. Weare not to preſcribe toGod in what 7er-ms he ſhall make 
known his Will, (any more than the Phariſees, Mat. 16. 4. were 
to preſcribe to Chriſt what kind of /izns he was to ſhew to teſtify 
his authority; ) 'tis ſuffictent4t God do in his own way intimate 


_ what is his Will, though it be. not with-the formality of Be zz 


Enafted. And thoſe who are willing to be taught of God, will be 
content ſo to nnderitand his meaning. An approved Prattiſe in 
the Workhip of God, frequently — atteſted by eMrracles 
encouraged by Chriſts own Zrample, and that of the Jpe/tles and 
the Chr:/tzan Charches then,and continued 1n the Chriflien Church 
ever fince t Is to me great evidence of the will of God; and thar 
there was'a command for it, though it be not recorded. ( Like as 
I believe that there was, very early, a command from God, to 
worſhip him by Sacrzfice, though that command be not recorded.Þ) 
But (to that of its being {> obſerved ever ſince ) he objects, 
wehave nothing but 7radjz7or, either that the Chriſtian Sabbath 
hath been ſo obſerved, or that it is called zhe Zords-day. And 
Tradition 1s what he takes great pleaſure to exclaim againſt; It 
that be admatted-( ſaith he) where ſhail we ſtop? | 
Very well! IT am not over fond of laying too great a weight 
upon Traditions ; at leaſt not on all things that are pretended fo 
to be, Burt, TI pray, How can he tell, otherwiſe than by 7rad- 
7:0, whether our Saturday or our Sunday, be the Seventh day 
1n courſe from the Creation? Or, (1t that be roo hard a queſtion) 
whether of the two is the Seventh day of the Fewrſh week, I know 
nothing but Tradition for it I cannot remember fo long : Nor. 
have I ſo long kept ſo {tri account of days as to be ſure of at. 


I truſt to the common Compuration of the world, that our Sab- 
F 2 bath 
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' bath is a continuation of that Sabbath which the Apoſtles kept. 
And if fo, Iam ſafe. If not, I cannot help it. And becauſe I 
think the ApoſtJes Sabbath was on the firſt day. of the Jewiſh 
week, therefore I think ours to be ſo. But .1f theirs was not, 
neither 1s ours. : | 

He would not have that of St. Yoon, Revel. 1. 10. / was in the 
ſpirit 9n the Lords-aay to be underſtood of ourSabbath.And why not? 
He tells us, 1. Some think 1t to be Chri/tmefb-day ; 2. Some think 
1t to be Eaſter -day 5 and 3. Some think it to be the Day of Fudge- 
ment. And long Diſcourſes we have upon all theſe. Well! But 
doth he think 1t to be meant of any of theſe? No. Then, to what 
purpoſe are theſe alleged, in diſparagement of the Chriſtian 
Sabbath? es 

But he ſeems to have ſo great diſpleaſure againſt the Chrit:ar 
Sabbath, that whatever he can think of to be Obje&ed (though 
he do not think it to be true) he will be ſure to ObjeR, (that - 
may diſparage the day, or perplex the Argument ) as if he were 
more concerned to beat down the Chrzi/tzan Sabbath, than to ſet 
up the Zewiſh. Not conſidering, that, by all this, he 1s doin 
their Work who would have none at all. For they know well 
that the 7ewſh Sabbath hath been long ſince laid aſide ( without 
any great fear of returning;) and if - cs can but throw oft the 
Chriſtzan Sabbath alſo, 'tis what-they would have. And 'tis of a 
like 1mport what he argues (p. 84.) for coming to the publick 
but once a day, ( not 7wice as our manneris; ) For thoſe who care 
not to come at all, 1f he diſpence with them as to the One, they 
will diſpence with themſelves as to the Other meeting. , | 

I ſhould rather think, that, the whole day being = to the 
Service of God ( publick: and private) 1t is to be parcelled our, 
as to the number and times o&,publick meeting ; as might (accor- 
ding to Chriſtian Prudence ) be judged molt conducing ( in this 
or that place) to thoſe ends, and to common Edificationg and: 
that, to make ſuch little Circumſtances (otherwiſe than as they 
conduce to thoſe general ends) a matter of Re/jgrous Obſervatitn, 
or Drive uſtitution, 1s a like extravagance as that of the Pha- 
T1ees 1n laying like weight on th&r Traditions, and that of the 
Papaſts on their numerous Superltitious Ceremonies. And 1s as 
properly ſuper/tition, as theſe. | 

do not know this Author, (who thus argues againſt ob- 


ſerving the Chriſtian Sabbath, and againſt publick meeting on 


that day more than once ;) And therefore am not willing to judge 
a hardly. But the natural reſult of what he argues, is as I told you. 
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_ He doth not think that John, was (on the Zords day Rey.1.10.) 
keeping the Anniverſary of Chriſts Incarnation ; nor of his Reſur- 
reezzon.. (No more do I.) But why not? Becauſe (faith he ) he 
may [ay as in the caſe of Moſes's dead body, No man knows of 
his Sepulchre to this day. Now as to the _/ncarnation, I am apt to 
think, that 'no man-doth 47 this day know cerain/y, either on 
what day of the Year, or what day of the Week Chriſt was 
born ( nor is it any matter whether we do or no.) But I ſhould ' 
Tather ſay,.no man knows 4 this day, than (as he) no man 
knoweth 7o this day, (as if rio man hitherto had known it :) for 
certainly there have been thoſe who knew 1t heretofore (while 
he was alive) though it be now foxgotten, and at hrs day no 
man knows it. But will he ſay ſo as to the Reſurre&zon ? I 


; think it 1s plain, that Chriſt was Crucified on the fourteenth 


day, lay in the Grave the fifteenth, and roſe again the /ixteenth 
day, of the jfir/# month. And that he roſe on the fir/2 day of the 
week, no man doubts. He ſhould rather have put it thus, As wo 
1an knows To this day, where is the Body of Moles, (that it might 
not be worſhiped, ) So no man knows At his day , which 1s the 
je nam mn courſe from the Creation ; that we might not contend 
about. it. | 

However, Iam contented to admit, (if that wall pleaſe him) 
that Zhe Lords day there mention'd was neither meant of Chri/t- 
maſi-day, nor Eaſter-day, nor #hit-ſunday, nor the day of udp 
ment ; but think it to be meant of 7he fir/t day of the week, which 
1s the, Chri/tian Sabbath. Not, of any of thoſe other days men- 
tioned ; nor of the Jewiſh Sabbath, as he would have it. ' 

"Tis, I think, a new notion of his own (at leaſt I know none 
other of his mind) that it ſhould be meant of the Zewzſh Sabbath. 
He grants there is nothing from the Circumſtances o the place to 
determine it to this day. Nor doth he pretend to ſhew that the 
Joh Sabbath eas ever ſo called. But he thinks it: 972/47 have 

cen ſo called. For he ſays God Bleſſed and ſanfified the ſeventh. 
day ( that is, the Seventh day after Six days of Labour) there- 
fore it might have been called the Lords day : and ſo may as well 
the Chriſtian Sabbath as the Jews Sabbath. "That the Son of Man 
7s cre SI the Sabbath day ; And ſo is he of every day in the 
Week ; and of the Chr/iian Sabbath (when that is the Sabbath) 
as well as of the Few;ſh. That the ſeventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord our God; that is, the Seventh day after Six days of La- 
bour ; but whether the Seventh day in courſe from the Creation, 
1s no where ſaid. That /a7. 58.:13. The Sabbath 1s callog 
boly

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holy day : True, on what ever day the Sabbath be: Firſt or 
Seventh of the Week; or whatever day God appoints to be ke 
Holy ; As for inſtance, the firſt and ſeventh day gn Feaſt of ”. 
leavened bread, Ex. 12.16. The Fn/t day ſhall be a Zoly Convo- 
cation; and the Seventh day ſhall be a ZZo4y Convocation; and 
each of them was h# Lords Holy day,on whatever day of the week 
they happened. And the like for other days, So Lev. 23.2, 4,7, 
8, 21, 24, 25, 27, 28, 30, 32, 35, 36,39. and /Vnrm. 28. 18,25,26. 
Num. 29.1, 7, 12, 35. All the days here mentioned are the Lords 
Hoh, days, yet I do not take any of them to be nuteg: Wuererh. And 
all he can pretend to from theſe or whatever he produceth , is 
no more but that the ZewſÞ Sabbath (while it was the Sabbath) 
might have been ſo called, weary iuies 7he Lords day ; he doth not 
pretend to ſhew that ever 27 4vas 1o called. | 

Now I would deſire this Gentleman (1f he can but a little while 
lay afide his prejudice) to conſider, firſt-that zhe Lords day was 
the #614 name of a day; whereby it might be known as. diſtin- 
gniſhed from other days ; (elſe to what purpoſe is it faid 7 was . 
mn the ſpirit on the Lords day ;) whereas the proper name of the 
Jewiſh Sabbath ( and of that onely as he would have us think 
P. 64.) was the Sabbath day; and there 1s no appearance of rea- 
ſon, why, if he meant that day, he ſhonld not rather have ſaid 
7 was in the ſpirit on the Sabbath aay, or the ſeventh day. This 
therefore mult needs be meant of ſome other day, known by an 
other name. 

2. | would have him next conſider,the the Lord in the Old Te- 
ſtament is the uſual name of God indefinitely; without particula- 
r11zing this or that of the Three Perſons; and the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God, doth not appropriate 1t to the ſecond Perſon more 
than to the fir/t and 77rd, And though do not deny, that oar. 
Lord Chrift was the God whogave the Ten Commandments (for all 
the three Perſons are the ſame God, ) yer I do not think it to be 
Chriſt onely, as contradiſtingurſhed to the other two. And when 
it 1s ſaid, / am the Lord thy God, thou ſhalt have no other God but 
me ; the meaning 1s not, I the ſecond Perſon, am ſo the Lord 
thy God, that thou ſhalt own no o7her Perſon for thy Gd beſide 
me the ſecond Perſon. But 5 wer® the Lord, in the New Teftament, 
1s for the molt part applied peculiarly to our Lord Chrift (God and 
Man.) and 1s underſtood »-]' #Zo43y of him. (As he is called elſe- 
where wv? 2Zo y ir theSon of Man.)And accordingly fiptes werexi, muſt 
be a day peculiarly appropriate( rd wg) to our Lord Chrift ; which 
the Jews Sabbath was not, nor that of the Fourth Commandmear: 


which 
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 which1s the Sabbath'of the Zord thy God, that is of God indefinite- 
ty ; for ”tis in that notion that God {j eaks in the Ten Command- 
ments, not as one perſon contradiltin&t to the other two. 

It:1s Spukea nvemay the Lords day 1n a like ſenſe as SGavo weeds 
the Lords Supper, T Cor. 11, 2©. and Toreuy KVELry Team(e rvels, 
the Cup of the Lora, the Table of the Lord, 1 Cor. 10.21, 42. 1 Cor. 
T1. 27. In all which, by he Lord,is meant the Zord Chriſt, God 
and Man. And becauſe, there being a double Sabbath then 1n uſe, 
(the Ferw:fh Sabbath, and the Chrifran Sabbath, ) -and the word 
Sabbath indefinitely having been a long time applied to the Zewwrſh 
Sabbath, and would be apt to be underſtood of ir ; therefore (by 
way of diſtinAtion) that of the Chriſtians (though a Sabbath alſo, 
within the ſenſe of the Fourth Commandment ) was called he 
Lords day, as being the Day or Sabbath appropriate to our Lord 
Feſus Chrif?. And therefore when he tells us, ſo often, the World 
was made by our Lord Jeſus Chrift, and the Law given on Mount 
Sai by ear Lord Jeſus Chriſt, (upon which Notions he ſeems to 
lay great itrefs,though it be nothing to the purpoſe,)Ithink it 1s a 
miltake. For or Lord Jeſus Chriſt 1s God and Man,but he was not 
God and Man when theWorld was made,or theLaw given, but one- 
iy God. "Tis'true Chrift as God,;(according to his Divine Nature) 1s 
the ſame God who made the World,and gave the Law,(for we haye 
ao other God but one)but not as God and Man. For Man he was not 
at thar t1me,but 1n the fullneſs of time hecame Man. The Sabbath 
of the Lord ourGod(in theFourth Commandment, with equal reſpect 
to alithe Three Perſons} doth not ſignify the ſame as, The Sabbath 
of oxr Lord Teſus Chrift (God and Man.) The Lord our God there, 
not the ſame with ozr args 1 Chriſt, in the New Teſtament. 
But A7me xvererndy (the Lords Supper) is the Supper of the Lord 
Feſus ChriFfF. (God and Man )the Founder of our Chriſtian Reli- 
gon: And accordingly iyioa waz} ihe Lords day) 1s the day 
of our Lord Jeſus Chrift, a day appointed by him. | 

3. I would have him conſider further, that the Lords day, (do- 
minica, or dies dominicas,) hath been all along in all ages of the 
Chriſtian Church, uſed as the proper name of what we otherwiſe 
call the Chritian Sabbath ; and not for the proper name of any other 
day ; and therefore, till ſomewhat do appear to the contrary, 1 
ſhall take it to be the ſame with what 1s called /he Lords day 1n 
Scripture. ? 

There is,in the New Teſtament,a place called Rome; and there 
is at this day a place in /raly called Rome, and which hath been 


ſo called all along ever ſince; neither do I know of any other em1-

nent place ſo called. TherefSre (till ſomewhat do appea r to the 
contrary) I ſhall preſume oyr Rome to be the ſame place with that 
which 1n the New Teſtamdat 1s called Rome. 

We find in ſcripture there is an Ifland of the Mediterranean 
Sea called He/itaor Malta ( where St. Pan ſuffered Ship-wrack) 
not far from another 1fland called Crete : Now we know alſo there 
is in the Mediterranean Sea an Iſland called Mata at this day, 
and another not far from thence called Crete or Candy, and we do 
not know of any other Iſlands fo called, then,or at any time fince; 
and therefore we may ſafely preſume (till ſomewhat do appear 
to the contrary) that thoſe Iſlands now ſo called, are the ſame 
Iſlands with thoſe which were then ſo called. 

And in like manner,that Day which hath been ever ſince called 
the Lords-day as by its proper name, we may and ought to preſume 
to be the ſame day which was by St. Fohn ſo called (as by its 
proper name) 1n Pev. 1. 10. when he wrote the Book of the Re- 


velation; till it can be ſhewed that he did by that name mean 


{ome other day p 
And we have the more reaſon ſo to preſume, becauſe we find it 


ſo called by others, very ſoon after St. Zohn's time; and by thoſe 
whom we have great reaſon to believe to have been well acquaint- 
ed with St. John's meaning and his manner of ſpeech. 

The fir{t I ſhall name 1s St. Z2nazzus, who was not onely Con. 
temporary with St. 7o4n, but was a Diſciple or Scholar of St.Zohm. 
Now St. 7ohn (according to the beſt aceonnt we can have from 
Chronology ) wrote his Revelation in Patmos ( whither he was 
baniſhed by Domzt1an,) in or about the year of our Lord 96; (after 
. which he wrote his Goſpel, upon his return from Patmos to Z- 


pheſas :) And died in the Year 98: or 99 under Trajanus. And 


{znatins died a Martyr under the ſame Emperor 7rajan, 1n the 
Year of our Lord 107. So that there 1s no great diſtance 1n time. 
(And iff we ſhould miſs a Year or two 1t 1s not material.) How 
long before his death /enatius wrote his Epiltle to the Magneftans, 
we are not ſure (nor 1s it material ;) Now in-that his Epiſtle to 
the cMagne/ians, even according to the genuine Edition publiſhed 
by Biſhop Uſher'out of an ancient Manuſcript (not that which 1s 
juſtly ſuſpected to be interpolated,)he doth earneſtly exhort them 
not to Jadazze, but to live as Chriitians; (S: enim uſque nunc [e- 
cundum Judaiſmum viuimus ; confitemur gratiam non recepiſſe.) 
And as to the Sabbath 1a particular, Aon amplius Sabbatizantes, 
ſed ſecundum Domimicam viventes, im qua & vita nojtra orta 


ef :) Not any longer obſerving the Jewiſh Sabbath, but the Lords 
2 Day 
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Day '0n which Chriſt our _ roſe again. It is manifeſt therefore, 
thatwithin $8 or 10 years after St. John's writing,zhe Lords day did 
not. ſignify the Jew1ſh Sabbath, but the jr/# day of the week, on 
which our Saviour Roſe again ; and that 1t was then obſerved in 
contradiſtinQtion to the Jewiſh Sabbath. I forbear to mention his 
Epiſtle ad Tra/lianos (where again we have wee applied to + 
the firſt day of the week on which Chriſt roſe again) becauſe it 
is 1n that Edition which is ſuſpeQed to be interpolated. 

I might to this add the [Teſtimony of Polycarp, who was alſo 

a Diſciple of St. Fohn, and colleed and publiſhed theſe Epiſtles 
of /znatius; and may be preſumed to underſtand what St. Zohre 
meant by the Lords day. | 6 TOE IGNNO = 
. But T ſhall addin the next place that of Ju/tin Martyr ; whom 
though T cannot call a. Diſcrple'of St. Zohr, ( becauſe he was not 
converted to the Chriſtian Religion till about the Year of our 

Lord 129, about Thirty years after St. Joþn's Death,) yet he 
kved fo ſoon after, that he could not be ignorant of the Chriſtians © 
PraQtiſe, and what they nnderſtood' St.:Zobn to mean by the Lords 
Day. And' how that day was-obſerved in Ju/trs time, he tells 
us in (what'is called) his Second Apology, Th #4 Mis neppuiry veipe

Tn which you though 1t be not called 40- 

mince, but des ſolrs, (becauſe here ſpeaking to a Heathen Em- 

peror,) yet how it was then ſolemnly obſerved, in_ memory of our 

Lord Chrifts Reſurre1on, 1s evident. Ny 

"Tis manifeſt therefore that the: Lords day (pics weennd, ' Do- 
mics, or Dies Dominicus;)was the known name of a'day fo called 
when St.John wrote his Reve/atron ; That it was a day of Religious 

Worſhip contradiſtinguiſhed to that of the Jewrſh Sabbath, io ob- 

ſerved and ſocated by (St. Zohn's Diſciple) /gnatjus within 8 or 


Io years at molt after St. Zohn's writing that Book 3 (Which he 
BEI G would 
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. the Sabbath day ; meaning thereby t 
true; Fhey did fo ga. But Tanfwer; 
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would not have done if he had not thought it to be ſo meant by 
his Maſter St. John.) And in what manner it was obſerved (in 
their ſolemn religious aſſemblies) 7uſtir Martyr tells us. within 
20: years after that; and that 1t was otherwiſe called ( « #a'v 
tee ) Sunday. And that Dominica or Dies Dominicus, hath been 
ſo uſed not onely by the Ancient Chriſtian Writers,' /gnatins, 


Clemens, [reneus, Origen, Teriullian, &c. but by the Councils and 


Church Fiſtory all along ; hath been fo often ſhewed by divers, 
and 1s to be ſeen by any who pleaſe to conſult them, as 1s' not to 
be doubted by any ; unleſs we would {under the notion of, 7ra- 
dition) deny all Hiſtory ; which in a plain matter of Fa&:were 
very unreaſonable. 'Nor can he ſhew that the name of zhe Lords 
day ever was (however it might have been as he thinks) attri- 
buted to the Zewwrſh Sabbath. And- therefore to tell us that this 
name 1s /toen from the Zewwiſh Sabbath to be applied. to owrs, 1s 
ſuch a Fanſy as'may be /aughed at, but doth not deſerve a ſerious 
Anſwer. Sure we are that the Chrift;an Sabbath hath been long 
in pofſeflion of that name ; but, that ever the Zew?iſh Sabbath was 
ſo,there 1s no evidence : Therefore the Theft mult be on his fide,

And the good Women refted' on that day according 70 
the Commandment, And why not ? Since Chriſt was. not yet 
r1{en ; nor was the day yet changed, or pretended fo to be. 15. 
therefore 1s but Whimley and nothing to the purpoſe. We all 
agree; that, til} the Reſurre&ion- of Chriſt,. the Jews obſerved 
the Jew1ſh Sabbath, on what they called the Seventh-day-of their 
Week. But whether or no it were a Seventh from the Creation, 
we cannot tell. |

x. So they did on other days as well as on the Sabbath, and in 
other places, as well as in the Syn2gogue and the Temple, A. x.

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2. Dayly i the Temple, and in every houſe of from houſe to houſe 
(ao 74 Tileav, bv ir pre tzl' ehcor ) 2bey ceaſed not to preach 
Tefus Chriff. And Af. 2. 46. they contmued dayly 129" twigs with 
one accord inthe Temple, «xavlis + xl olives deny, nnd breaking bread 
at home, or from houſe td hruſe. As to ſuch duties of Worthip as _ 
were common 'to them with the Jews, they took the opportunity 
of joining therein with them; whether on thetr Sabbath, or on 
any other day ; but as to what was peculiarly Chriftzan, this they 
performed in feparate meetings from then; breaking Bread 
at home, xl” ov, or from houſe to houſe ; The Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper (being peculiarly a Chriftzan fervice) they did cele- 
brate in their houſes, or ſeparate places of meeting. And lg we 
find it at Troas; and, or the firft day of the week; AR. 20.7. on 
the fir/t day of the week, when the Diſciples were met to break 
bread, Paul preached, &c. Their meerrmng tor this Chriſtian ſervice, 
was in a ſeparate gyace, and on another day, from that of the 
Fewſh ſervice. And Paul at Athens. AQ. 17. 155. he difpateth in 


the Synagogue with the Jews, and with the devont perſons, and in the 


Market, Dayhy, (3 udozxy ighezt,) He took rhe opportunity of pub. 
lick meetings, whether in the Synagogues of elſewhere, whether 
on the $abbath or any other day, to preach Chriſt to then, whe- 
ther Jews or Greeks: "Which" doth not prove that they did then 
take the ſeventh day robe the Chriftian Sabbath ; any more than 
our going to Hear or Preach a Week-day Lefure, ſuppoſe on - 
T burſaay, would prove, that we take 7 hurfday to be our Sabbath : 
or Pans Preaching-on Mars-hifl, or in the Market-plare, wou'd 
rove that he'took.theſe places to be the Temple or Synagogne. 
He knew theſe to be Times and Places of concourſe, and there- 
fore rook the opportunity of Preaching Then and There ; and 
would/ſo have done at any other time and place as there was oc- 
cafion: 7n ſeaſon or out of ſeaſon;as he adviſerh 7 imorhy,zT it.4.2. 
He doth not deny, p. 122. but that Paul did keep ihe Feaſt (of 
the Paſs-over) after the ReſurreFion of Chrift ; Becauſe of what 
we have A. 18. 21. He bids them farewel (at Epheſus) ſaying, 
7 muſt by all means keep this Feaſt that cometh, at [eruſalem ; but 
7 will retarn again unto you, if God will, Wiach Feaſt he thinks | 
to be that of the Paſt-over, though it be nor named.

faick Law to be at an end, but Circumciſion and the Jewiſh Oeco- 
nomy yet in force, there was no reaſon why they ſhould not 
think themſelves obliged to the Jewiſh Sabbath.

obſerved, ſeems very plain: and wherher the Fray Sabbath 
ſhould be obferved alto, was the queſtion. And thoſe who were 
for continuing Crcamefion and the Moſpieck Ceremomies, were 
doubrtJeſs for'thar alfo. . And che ApolttesRule was for a matual 
condeſcenfion (as to the Jews) for each tro follow their own fen- 
timents therein, without cenſuring one another. 
But as to the Gentiles, he ſeems to be of another mind; And 


therefore to the Calatrans, who were molt of them Genti/e-Chri-

That there were ſome other Fea/ts obſerved by the Jews,which,' 
in the Old Teſtament, are ſometimes called - Sabbaths' (but very- 
ſeldome,) Ido not deny :' nor- that thoſe .come' under the 'ge- 
neral Words in this place. But thoſe doihot ſeem to be here: 
principally intended; becauſe it is manifeſt to be underſtood of 
'the Sabbath zhere in diſpute. Now there was no-occafion-ot: 
a diſpute concerning the obſervance of thoſe other Sabbaths, a-' 
monglt the Gentiles, out of the Ho/y-layd.

Nor do I remember, that any where in all the New Teſta- 
ment, the word Sabbath is uſed for any ſuch Sabbaths : Nor can 
reaſonably be ſuppoſed to be here meant of thoſe Feaſts, becauſe 
it 1s put 1801 contradiſtinfion.to them. Le? no man judge you in 
reſpec? of Feaſt , of the New-Moon, or of the Sabbaths. Which 
yer I do not underſtand as if »o Sabbath might now be kepr, bur 
that the Obligation to Za? Sabbath was now at an end. 

Another evaſion is this, He would have o=0Cdrur ( Sabbata) in 
the plural number,:to ſignify #ec4s,,not Sabbath-days. The Sab- 
bath-eay being called, in the fingular number, ai&Ceamy ( Sabbatum.)

But why not as angry with-the «Monday # or other of the Week 
_— If on «Monday the Heathens (as he would haveus think) 

worſhip the« Moon, as the Sun on Sunday, why: is he not as 
angry with that? It 1s as:much Idolatry to-worſhip: the Moor on 
Monday, as the Sun: on Sunday. 'Trne. But that doth not con- 
cern the COR Sabbath |( which is what he hath I mind to re- 
proach ) and therefore he ſpeaks little of the other, and bur fe}- 
dome.: But Sunday 1s:to be {nubbed upon every occaſion. 

He would not have a Sabbath upon Sunday, becauſe he ſays, on 
that day they worſhiped the Sar. . But why upon Satrrday if on 
that day (as he wvakt have us think:) they worſhiped Sararn ? 

Now 'tis true that ſome of the Heathen did worſhip the Sr, 
and the Xoor, and the Hoſt of Heaven. But. that they.did: wor- 
ſhip the. Sun more upon Sunday, than they did upon {Monday or. 
Tueſday; is more than Tknow, or he'can prove. He tells us, Yer- 
ftegar (ays, that the Heathen Saxons did ſo. ' But Fer/tegan1s too 
young an-Authoy to ſettle this upon his-own Suro ; unleſs he 
can bring Vouchers. for-it more ancient than himſelt. Tc was, I 
ſappoſe, a Fanſy of Yer/tegan Then: ( as it is of our Author Now) 
But I do not remember that he cies any Author ancienter than 
himſelf, And: though ſome others may ſay the like; Yer T look 
upon it but. as a plan/ible conjefture,without any good foundation 1n 
Hiſtory. Andeven'the Heathen Saxons are too late for his purpoſe: 

He tells us, p.88. The Heathen Nations long before Chrifts Birth 
did offer Sacrifice to the Sun, and worſhip it as a God upon' Sunday. 
His-proof 1s from Job 3'x. 26,27, 28. If 7 beheld the Sun when tt 
ſhined, or the Moon walking in brightneſs, and my heart hath been ſe. 
cretly enticed, or my mouth hath kiſ/ad my hand, this were an mymiy 
zo be puniſhed by the Judges, for I ſhonld have denied the Lord _

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perhaps be a diſclaimer *

Doth our Author think the name of Sunday to be as' old as 
Yob's ime? If Fob had ſaid, /f 7 have worſhiped. the - Sun 


- Sunday, or the Moon upon Monday, and not the.Lord upon Saturaay ; 


it had been to his purpoſe:: But here'is nothing. of that. Not-a 
word'of wha! day 1t was on which they 97s na the Sun. 

But T would not have him. lay too great a load upon Sunday. For 
HTefiod tells us' {as was ſaid before) that in his time one of the 


oldeſt of the Heathen Writers, though younger than Fob) the - 


Seventh day was Sun-day, not:the:Fiyft;' And he: hath nothing to 
ſhew { more than the bare Name of Sunday")! to make. us +be}teve 
that thoſe of the Heathen, 'who 'worſhiped:the Sun, did confine 
that worſhip to'7475 day of the Week ; or, Did: more worſhip 1t 
on this day than'on others. | S#7 v1 | 

I do not certainly know how Ancient thofe Names are of S4- 
turday, Sunday; Monday, &c. nor upon what'occafion they were 
firſt taken up, {nor is 1t much to.onr purpoſe.) 

The moſt ancient Heathen Writer whom I know to have men- 
tioned them 1s Dzo Caſſrus, who lived about the Year of our Lord 
230.Who.ſpeaking of the DeſtruQtion of Ferm/a/em and the Temple, 
tells us that the Saws had ſuch a reverence for Satarn's-day, 
as that they. would not Zabour on that day for their Defenſe ; 
which the Romans underitanding,- did on that day affault them, 
and prevailed. (Againſt their Templie-andSabbarh back at once.) Not 
as if the Zewws did then call it Saturn's day, (nor am I ſure that any 
other did then ſo cal} it,)for they called it their Sabbath-day; But it 
was thatday of theWeek which,in Do's time,was called Satukulay. 

But Dio ſpeaks of it as a ew Thing 1o to call the Days ofthi 
Week, and which the Avcient Creeks (he tells us!) knew:nor, 
{ "Twas therefore not very Ancient.) And therefore he ſuppoſeth 
the Romans to have taken tt up from the Zgyptians. Not the Old 
Egyptians of Moſes's time, but rather from thoſe about the time 
of Prolomy ; not of King Prolomy, but of Claudius Ptolomens the 
Aſtronomer. ( or perhaps ſomewhat earlier) when Aſtronom 
there flouriſhed, and from whom the Romans had it. f 
+ In a Chriſtian Writer, I find 1t earlier than 'D/9; in Fuftin 
eMartyr's Apology, written about the Year of. Chriſt 150. who 
mentions 7% iais nuicegr, the Day of the Sun, as the Chriſtian Sab- 
bath. And Tertu/liar in his Apology, mentions Sarurdey and Sun. 
day. And it may perhaps be found in Writers earlier than theſe, 


Though I do not at preſent meet with it, Nor.do I think it 
| worth 
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worth the while-to make any great ſearch about it. I grant, 
that when Chriſtianity was ſpread among the Gentiles; and,with 
1t, the Chriſtian Sabbath ; they did (in order to the obſerving 
that Sabbath) diſtinguiſhtheir time into Yeeks ; and thereupon 
you Names to each Day. I grant alſo that the __ before, - 
o diſtinguiſh therr-Time : but I do not find that any other Na- 
tion did fo. If any think, that All nations did fo diſtinguiſh, and 
every Nation, all the World over, call the days by thoſe Names 
by which they are now called; This I take to be but a Preſurp- 
t10n, without prook.. | : 

But whenever thoſe names were firſt taken up, I do not think 
they were taken from the number of their Gods (for then they 
mult have had a great many more days in their Week than Seven, 
if each of their Gods muſt have a peculiar day: ) But from the 
number of the Planets, which were then Fa to be ſeven, 
and in this order Saturn, Tupiter, eMars, Sol, Penus, Mercury, 
Zuna. Though we now know the Planets to be more than Seven. 
(For the Satellites of Fupiter and Saturn are as much Planets as 
our Moor ; but were not then known.) Nor were the Seven 
Planets always reckoned 1n the ſame order; but ſome had been 
thought to be above the Sun, which, before theſe names were 
g1ven, were accounted to be be/ow 1t. And therefore theſe Names 
mult be at leaſt ſo late. And certainly not fo old _ ime. 

I take them not to be older than what are called the Planetary 
Tours, but to take their Riſe from thence, and the Order of the 
Names to be thence determined. For having divided the Day into 


2 Hours ; Beginning with Saturn, the higheſt of the Planets, 
e 


y alligned to him the F:r/thour of one day, which thence they 
called Saturn's day ; the Second hour to Zauprier,the Third to Mars, 
and ſo in order till they came to the Eighgh hour which falls to 
Saturn's' turn again, and ſo again to the Fifteenth, and the Two 
and Twentieth; and then the. Three and Twentieth to. Zuprzer, 
the Four and Twentieth to Hars, and the next hour, being-the 
firſt of the next day, to So/. Which day doth thence take the name 
of S/ or Sunday (next 1n order after Saturn.) And, in like manner 


 Proceeding,the Eighth, Fifteenth,and Two and Twentieth hour of 


that day will fall again to $#, the Three and Twentieth to /enus, 
the Four and Twentieth to Mercury; and then. the firſt hour of 
the next day to Zmuna, thence called Monday (next after Sunday.) 
And, in like manner, the firl{t hour of the following day to Mars ; 
of the next to Mercury ; the next to 7upter; the next to Venus; 
and then again to Sazurn; and fo onward as before. And this 1 


I | take 
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take to be the true account of thoſe Names, and in that Order : 
Saturday, Sunday, Manday, after which (in the Latine Denomt- 
nation ) follow the days of Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, and Y enus. 

But ſome of our Anceſtors the Saxons, thought fit (as is ſup- 
poſed) to put 1n the Names of 7w:ſco, Foden, Thor, Fres, ( ſome 
of their Princes) inftead of Mars, Mercury, Fupiter, and Yenus, 
(as Julius and Augn/ius, amongit the Romans, gave their Names 
to the Months formerly called Qarmri/rs and Sextilis.) From which 
Saxon Princes we have the Names of 7 ucſday,eancſday,T hurſday 
and Fryday - the other days retaining the Names of their re- 
ſpeaive Milniecs as they did before. | | 

This account ( from the order of. the Planetary Hours) Do 
gives us of the Names: of the Week-days, and of their Order. 
Why ſo called, and why in this Order. 

He tells us of another account from the Principles of Harmo- 
nicks. Becauſe Dra-te//aron { which we call a Fourth) is Reputed 
a Concord in Mulick ; therefore they might, beginning with Sa- 
turn (sﬆkipping two, Zupizer and MHars,) take the Fourth So/: then 
(skipping the two next Fenus and Mercury) take Luna: and then 
(skipping Saturn and Zupiter) take Mars: Then (skipping Soft 
and /enus) take eMercury : Then (skipping Zana and Saturn) 
take Jupiter : Then (skipping Mars oa) Sol) take Yenus: Then 
(skipping Mercury and Zuna) take Saturn ; and ſo onward as be- 
fore. But this account ſeems more Forced, and the former more 
Nataral. Which. therefore I take. to be the true ground of 
this Order. | 

But either way, depending upon the order of the Planets as 
they were then accounted when theſe Names were given to the 
Week-days, 1t 15 at leaſt ſo far,evident that they cannot be older 
than ſince the Planetggwere accounted to be-placed in this order. 
And therefore not ſo'old as when Yenus or Mercury or both of 
them were thought to be above the Suu. (For this would quite 
diſturb the Order.) And therefore, certainly, not fo old as 
Job's time. c | | | 

Whether on each of theſe Days they did worſhip thoſe re- 
ipeaive Plawets, as ſo many Gods, I cannot ſay ; nor do I think it. 

Nor do I think that each of thoſe Planets have any more Go- 
vernment of their .reſpeftive Hours, or Days, than of others. 
For I take the whole” foundation as well of 7 hefe, as of the other 
parts of Judicial Aftrolegy, to be purely Precarious ; and afligned 
oftely at pleaſure, by thoſe whoſe bufineſs it was toanmſe credu- 
lous people, and thereby to make a Gain of them. 
fat But, 
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- But, whatever were the occaſion of the firſt impoſing; theſe 
are now the known Names of thoſe days. ( And we need no more 
ſcruple the -uſe of theſe Names ; than to talk of Pope Pins, Cle- 
mens, Boniface, and Innocent; though pollibly the Perſons ſo called, 


had none of thoſe good Qualities.) In like manner as we have a . 


_—_ near Oxford which we call Ariftetle's Yell; not that we 
think Ar:ftotle was ever there, or was Lord of the place, and 
much leſs that he was wont to: be there Yorſhiped; but we ſo call 
1t as being now the proper name of the place _ at pleaſure) 


by whichit is known. And ſo for the days of the Week ; whatever 


were the occaſion of the firſt impoſing, they. an" ocpane no more 
than the proper diſtinftive names by which the days are known. 
And why we may not continue fo to call them, I know not. We 
are told Af7.157. 19, 22. of Paul's being at Areopagns or Mars-hill, 
becauſe that was the known name of the place, without ſcrupling 


, the reaſon why it was 1o called ( whether, becauſe Mars had been 


there worſhiped, or for what other reaſon.) And A. 28. 11. of 
a Ship deſigned by Caftor and Polux, or Hoonverr, without ſcrupling 


_ the reaſon of that name, or what relation theſe Stars had to Zu- 


piter, 1o as tobe called his Lads. And when Paul 1 Cor.$. allows 
them without Scruple to ea? of things offered in Sacrifice to dls, 
even though they knew, or had reaſon to preſume them ſo to be, 
(unleſs when they might be ſuſpeed to do 1t with reſpe& to the 
Idol ) as the Apoſtle argues at large 1 Cor. 8. and again Chap. 10. 
No doubt we may as lawfully make uſe of proper Names (whereby 
perſons, tames, or places be- commonly known ) without fcrupliag 
the occaſion of their firſt impoſition. | 

And I would deſire thoſe Gentlemen ( whoare fo over ſcrupu- 
lous where there 1s no jult occaſion, and make 1t their buſineſs to 
throw Scruples and caſt Stumbling-blocks before others,) to con- 
fider ſerioulh , whoſe Work they be doing all that while;and whe- 
ther 1t be notas truly and properly ſuper/i:/zon to repreſent and 
quarel with things as unlawful and finful, which in their own 
nature arz not ſo; as it is to introduce things under a' pretence 
of holineſs which have in them no ſuch thing. And whether this 
be not to dote about queſtions and frife of words : Whether theſe 


| be not of thoſe foo/iſh and grams op ry which we are ad: 


viſed to avoid; knowing that they genatr ftrifes ; and to avoid foohſh 
queſtions, and genealogies and contentions about the law, for they are 
unprofitable and vain ; and inſtead thereof to mind thoſe things that 
are good and profitable to men ; to follow righteouſneſs, faith, charity, 
peace, &c. as we are directed, IT Tim. 6.4,5. 2 T1. 2 22, 23- 
Tit. 3.8, 9. L 3 They 


They do not conſider how much the ſtudying and proſecuting 
theſe fooliſh gue/tions, and needleſs Scrupuloſities, doth eat out the 
power of Godlineſs and true Piety , and the ſub/tantzals of Religion, 
while we buſy our ſelves about theſe ſhadows ; aboyt little circum- 
ftances which do not at all influence the Subſtance of ſpiritual 
Worſhip. ; 


There be fo many,neceſſary duties, and :naubitable truths, in the 


ferious practife of Pety and Godlineſs, that we need not trouble 
the heads of men (and make 1t our bulineſs 1o to do) with doubr- 
fal _—_ | | | 

It ſeems to he the deſign of the New Teſtament to take us off 
from the Circumſtantials and Seruput/ities of Religion (which 
-commonly produce {trifes and contentions to no purpoſe } and put 
us upon wor ſhipinz God in Spirit and in Truth. 


$7 Deus oft Animus, nobis ut carmina dicunt, 
Hic tht preecipue /it pura Mente colendus, 


Was well enough ſaid -of the Poet ; and 1s a good Paraphraſe on 
that, God is a Spirit and will be worſhiped in Spirit and in Truth. 
I have becn told long fince of a Grave Divine, who when asked, 
Why he did not Preach againſt Zong hair (which was at that time 
more Offenſive than now it 1s,) gave this Anſwer ; if he could but 
Preach Jeſus Chrilt into their Zearts ; he ſhould not much con- 
cern himſelf for their Fazr. | 

This Author tells us, p. 4.9. 7hat our Liberty Gal. 5. 1. doth emi- 
- nently conſiſt in a Freedome not onely from the Ceremonial Law of old, 
but alſo in a Liberty not to be intangled with a new yoke of mens de- 
wices. I take needles 0947 Mgt ag to be ſuch; the making of more 
Sins than God hath made; the making or pretending of thoſe 
things to be Sins which are no {tns, 'and putting a re/zgious Ne- 
ce/Jity upon things which are matters of meer Prudence and D1:/- 
cretzon, Like thoſe 17 7m. 4. 3. Fprbidading to Marry, or (as I 
, would rather render 1t) Zid@mg not to Marry ; and, to abſtain from 
' Meats, &c, Forbidding things as Unlawful which are not fo; 1s 
alike Superſttious as to Impole things as 4o/y which are not Holy : 
and equally coutrary to the Zrberty there intended. 

Whether the days be called Saturday, Sunday, MMonaay, or Alpha, 
Feta, Gamma, 1s all one to me, (I take them as I find them:) TI 
think we ought not to foment quare]s upon ſuch trifles; and we 
{in if we do 4 

Whether to meet once, or twice, or thrice, on a Sabbath-day,; (if 
{a as 1s molt far edification and the real ſeryice of God, )is.meerly 


Pri- 
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prudential in this or that place, without laying a new rehgious 
yoke where God leaves it to Prudence. And if, in Prudentzals, 
—_— be not managed ſometimes with ſo much Prudence as we 
think they might, we muſt be content to bear with ſuch Impre- 
dences as we cannot help; and better ſo, than to pull-on greater | 
Inconveniences. | | 

Whether to begin the Sabbath at S1x or Ten or Twelve a Clock 
on Saturday-night, 1s a thing (I think) not worth contending 
about, (ſo that 1t be religioully obſerved as to the Subſtantials of 
1t,) and for which we ought not to diſturb the Church where we 
live, but to follow righteouſneſs, charity, peace ; and avoid fooliſh 
queſtions which gender ſtrife. . | 

And I ſhould not think it much more, whether ox hs or that 
day, 1o the Sabbath be well kept: and I would by no means, on 
that account, give a diſturbance to a Church where it 1s peace- 
ably ſetled : ff is leſs material hen, than How, a Sabbath be 
kept. ' Aud, Fn many caſes, it muſt be unavoidably left: to Pru- 
dence, whether this or that day be called the F7r/t or Seventh day 
of the Week. We are in ſuch caſes to {tudy the thmgs that make 
for Peace, and wherewith one may Eaify another. Rom. 14. 19. The 
fruits of the ſpirz7 are /ove, joy, peace, &c. but varignce, emulation, 

- wrath, /irife, are fruits of the Py Gal. 5. 20,21. 

To i{tudy and ſpin out Diſputes into too fine a Thread (like that 
of a _ out of her own Bowels} 1s but zo pervert the Simpli- 
city of the Goſpel of Chrift ; to make that Abſiruſe and Diffuult, 
which the Scripture would have Plam and Zaſy : 1n Speculatrves, 
as well as Prafficals. We ſhould mind the ſub/tanials of ſpiritual 
worſhip ; and not dote upon 'circumftantials further than as they 
do really advance the Subitance. Refuſe profane and old-wives 
fables, and exerciſe thy ſelf rather unto Godlineſs ; for boatly exerciſe 
profiteth little, 1. Tim. 4. 7, 8. Such are thoſe Co). 2.20,21. Touch 
not, taſt not, handle-not, (and others of like nature) a/which periſh 
in the uſing, ( there is no real advantage doth accrew from the uſe 
of them ; 't1s but labour loſt;), or & «rm ois oliezr 77 Imgei.on 
they are but miſchievous im their uſe. 

We complain of the Papiſts (and deſervedly) for hading their 
Worſhip with a »/777ude of Ceremonies and minucal Geſtures ; 
the number of Sbould bea Purthen, even though /rgly they 
were Tolerable. Being ſo many Dzver/ions of the mind from Ar- 
tending the ſpirituality of the Service. But 7hey have ſome reaſon 
for it. For when much of their Devotion 1s either to be ſpoken 
{o /aw as not to be Hears, or in ſuch a Language as not to be racy» 
| goth flood, 
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flood, they have need of ſomewhat to gratify the Zye, when the 
Ear 1s not Zarfied. | | | 
And it 1s almoſt the ſame miſchief, when mens Minds are amuſed 
with nice Speculations and needleſs Scrupulofities, whereby they 
are diverted from the Subſtantials of ſerious Religion. -- 
Yet I would not ſo be underſtood, as 1f no care were to be had 
of Corporeal Worſhip, or the neceflary Circumſtances attending it. 
(For God expeas the Worſhip of the Body as well as the SouLand 
Religious Actions mult have their Crrcumftances, as Time, Place, 
Geſture, and the like, as well as other A:0ns.) But theſe Circum- 
flantials ſhould be conſidered as Circumftances (not as the /ub/iance 
of the Worſhip;) and as Prudentials ; fo to be managed (as in 
all other a&tions) as way, with Decency and: Convenience, beſt 
advance the /p;ri7ua/Worſhip ; and may be varied according as. the 
diverſity of times and places may require. Not to lay the weight 
of Divme [n/titution upon ſuch little things. As T-becauſe Paul 


Kneeled down and Prayed (AF. 1.0. 36.) therefore MX were unlaw- 


ful to uſe any other Ge/tare in Praying; Or as if, becauſe Chriſt 
bids, when thou Prayeſt, enter into thy Cloſet and ſhut the door (Mat. 
6.6.) therefore we may not Pray in the Chamber, Parlour,Dining- 
Room, or Chappel : Or, becauſe Chriſt did Celebrate the Lords 


Supper, at Njg4t, in an Upper-room, to Men onely,and but Twelve, * 


and to thoſe /it?7ng: or /ying ; therefore we may not do it at Noor 
or Morning, ina Low-room, to Women as well as Men, in greater 
Numbers, or tux ſome other Geſture. For though ſuch Circam- 
* ances may be Lawful, and ſometime Adviſable when convenient ; 
yet to put a. Re/zgious Neceſſity upon them, as of Divine nflitu- 
Z70n, looks like a piece of Super/iition. ey 
And if we conlider ſeriouſly how-great a miſchief many times 
ſome needleſs Scruples do create to the Church of God; how great 
a matter a little fire kindles ; and how great hindrance to real 
Piety; it might juſtly make us wary how we add Fewel to ſuch a 


Flame, and rather bear with ſome things we thznk amiſs, ( but 


may perhaps not be ſo) than by attempting to remove a ſuppos'd 
Evil create a greater Miſchiet. | 

As to the preſent point in queſtion” I have faid ſo much upon 
the whole, as I think might ſatisfy the Gentleman if he well 
conſider it. Yet I know, when men have once eſpouſed a no- 
tion of which they are fond; and have ſo long pored upon it as 
to rivet 1t in their mind; catching at every Saks thing that 
may {cem to favour 1t, and {lighting whatever makes againſt it; (as 


we find our Author doth very often;) And that hardly any | 


thing 
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thang can be ſaid ſo p/ary, as that there be nothing to be cavifed 
at, by one who 1s minded ſo to do; And that when God hath de- 
clared his Will as plainly as he thinks #7 to do, if men will not be 
contented with aloazble evidence, he 1s not obliged to gratify 
their humours. | 

When (TI fay) we conſider this; It looks ſomewhat like what 


- Solomon tells us Prov. 18. 1 9. of a Prother offended, harder to be 


won Zhan @ ſtrong City; and T muſt leave the ſucceſs to God, 
who ſo teacheth as none like him. 

He remits us to two Writers on this SubjeR, in defenſe of the 
Chriſtian: Sabbath, Mr. Shepheard and Mr. Znughs (whom I have 
not read, nor have them at hand,) and Two others whom he 
names not- (nor know I well whom he means, for more than 
two have ſince-written ;) who, he thinks, do tacitly retract ſome- 
what that: theſe before had granted. And divers others have 

I vg Subject, tho' I have ſcarce conſulted any of them. 
And partievlafly 1 have not ſeen what 1s written by Dr. Toung 
or Mr. Warres, whom I find cited in a late Book of G. 7. which 
came out ſince this was Written and part of 1t Printed.

I ſhall give you a brief Summe of what T have ſaid to this pur- 
poſe, as to both Queſtions. (For the Queſtion is double, though 
1t ſeem to be but one.) - 
 Firft concerning the Ferw:ſh Sabbath, Whether that be Anti- 
quated and at an end. :Secondly, concerning the Chri/t:an Sabbath, 
Whether there be ſufficient ground for this' to ſucceed in the 
place thereof. FW wi " 

As to the firſt; Tagree with him in many things which he 
pRn_—_ at- large, though not peculiar 'to his Queſtion; As, 


hat Oar Lord Feſus Chriſt is God ; that he is the Lord Fehough, 


the God who made the Yorld, who refled the ſeventh day, who 
1-7-5" - eR_ 
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brought 1ſracl out of Egypt, and gave the Law on Mount Sinat - 
For there 1s no other God. | 

But, this I ſay, he did as God. (1n Union with the Father and 
Holy Gholt;) not as Chri/# (God and Man) our Mediator and Re- 
deemer. For he was not /heu Man; nor was there occaſion of a 
Mediator and Redeemer before the Fall. | 

I agree alſo that the Decalogue (or Ten Commandments) is 
Obligatory to us Gentiles ; (as being for the ſubſtance of 1t, a 
Law before it was ſo delivered on Mount S77a7:) And that the 
Fourth Commandment concerning the Sabbath 1s one of them; 
which requires after /zx days of Labour, the ſeventh day to be a 
Sabbath or day of Holy Reſt. And our Chriſtian Sabbath 1s ſuch. 

But it doth not ſay, z7he ſeventh in courſe from the Creation, nor 
doth it appear that the Jewh Sabbath was ſuch,-but rather the 
Seventh day from the fir/? raming 4 Manna. |. 

I do agree alſo that God himſelf did reſt on t 
from the Creation, Gen. 2. that 1s, he did ceaſe to\Wftare. 

But I do not there find, that Har did ſo reſt, or that there was 
any expreſs command tor him ſo to do on that day; much leſs for 
ever aſter, on every Seventh day in courſe from the Creation. 
How much may be thought to be 7mplycd in thoſe words, he 
bleſjed and yay gu zt, I will not diſpute; However, it 1s but by 
Implication not by any expreſs command; ſuch as our Author de- 
mands for the Chriſtian Sabbath. : 

Nor do I find that ever 1t was obſerved by «Man till after the 
- Zſraclites coming outof Egypt, or expreſly commanded ſo to be, 
Nor do I find that any other Natzon (belide the Jews) did anci- 
. ently ſo much as divide their time by ceks. Since the times of 
Chriſtianity they have : But that they did ſo, long before that 
time, I donot find. ES 

I do agree alſo that after /ſrae/s coming out of Egyp? they did 
obſerve a Sabbath, Exod. 16. 

But it was from a new command, (at Marah or Elim) which 
appeared ew to them, not a continuation of a conſtant prattile ; 
and 1t was from a new beginning (the Seventh day from the firſt 
raining of « Hanna,) and as a a/tint?ve /i2n or 9 of Gods be- 
ing their God in a ſpecial manner, as contradiſtinguiſhedto other 
nations ; ( as himſelf owns p. 26. and 28.) and as a memorial of 
their Refreſhing after. their Bondage and Labour in Egypr, and 


;— feeding them with Bread from Heaven. 


I do preſume alſo that, they did, from this firſt raining of 
Manna continue a circulation of FYeeks for a long time, and per- 
 Haps tall the time of our Savronr. | Yet 
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Yet wearenot ſure but that 1t might be intermitted in the ſeventy 
years of the Bahy/onzſb Captivity, and the day forgotten; and then re- 
ſtored -a-new by Nehemiah (from a new bgginning) Neb. 13. as he 


reſtored the Feaſt of T abernacles (Chap.8,) which had been inter- -- 


mitted from the days of Foſhua the ſon of Nun to that day. But T | 
rather-think, the memory was preferved (by Tradition) during 
thoſe ſeventy years: | 
I agree alſo that the Church of the Jews was the muff vilible 
Church of God, -but I am loth to ſay (with him, p.79.} it was zhe 
whole vifible Church; For T preſume there might be many Good meu 
of other Nations, who worſhiped the rue God (of whom we have 
no-Hiitory,) though not joined -to the Jewiſh Church, nor were 
that I know gf) obliged ſo to be: - Such was MHe/chizedet (whoever 
e were) not of the ſeed of Abraham, muchleſs of 7frael. And'fuch 
was. 706, and his Friends from divers Countries (of whom, were it 
not for the {tyry of Fob, we ſhould have had no knowledge,) nor 
are we to think theſe were the. one/y perſons of thoſe Countries who 
worſhiped the true God. And how many ſuch were in other Na- 
tions, we cannot tell. Who might, 1f they had opportunity, join as 
Proſehites with the Few!ſh Church, when eſtabliſhed. Bur Ido not 
think - they were neceſſarily obliged 1o to do, or to keep the ſame 
Sabbath with them. ag 
- ForI takeit co be true, even before Chriſts coming, that God! 75 
wo re/peffer of perſons ; but m nation, he that feareth him and 
worketh. righteouſneſs, is accepted with him. At. 10. 34, 35s Whe- 
ther Jew or Greek, Rom. 2.10,11. 1Pet. 147, Which are but Quo- 
tations from Dent. 10. 19. gl 
Nor do I find that any Nation, except the 7ews, did obſerve the 
Fetwiſh Sabbath. But I rather take it to be a d;fin#7ve /i2n of them 
from other Nations, Zx..31.13, 17. as Circumc;/ton and the Paſs-over 
were; which, when the wa// of partition was taken away,ceafed alſo. 
Yet, as to what was Moral 1h them (the Circumcyion of the heart; 
being pointed at by that of -the Fleſh; and the. o/d Jeaven of malice 
and wickedneſs to be put away inſtead of that of Bread; and a reft 
from Sin of more reſpe& with God than that from Zabour ;) we have * 
inſtead thereof, Baptiſm, in the room of Circumci/ton; the Lord's 
Supper, in the room of the Paſs-over-; and the Zords Day, or Chri- 
fitan Sabbath, inſtead of the Jewiſh. And, as that took date from - 
the raining of eMarnaafter their deliverance from Egypt ; fo ours

But fo they did as\to Circumciſion, and other Fewrſh Rites. 'As 
when-Pan/ circumciſed” 7rmothy, and joined in the Jewiſh Rites of 
Purification, At.

For he puts a great difference be- 
tween the Genzrles, a the Jews among the Gentiles ; of which E 
doubt our Author doth not take notice; elfe he would not tell ns 
(P-39.) of Paul's writing one thing,and prattifing another. He preached 
and wrote againſt Circumciſion as to the Gentiles ; but allowed-it to 
the Zews ; and himſelf praftiſed it, As to 7 zmothy (a Jew) but not 
as to 7i/us who was no Few. And the like we may fay as to the 
Jew!ſh Sabbath on their Seventh day. 

_ As to what Services were peculiarly Chri/tian ( as ' breakmg of 
Bread) they did it not at the Temple or Synagogues,but us)" Tixoy a7 
home,,or from houſe to houſe, AR.

They do. not command but argue. They do no where pretend 
that God or Chriſt. had given. them Authority to. Abrogate a Law 
which God had made; But Argue (fromthe nature ofthe thing) that 
the Law was ceaſed ;. and was not intended to Oblige longer : That 
the Law was now Anizguated or Expired when the End for which

.#s the Covenant that { will make, That 7 will put my laws into theit 


Mind, and write them m their Hearts. Meaning, inſtead of an out- 
ward Ceremonial Service, he would eſtabliſh- a ſervice more Spiri- 


' rual. From whence he concludes the Antz7nuarion of the Former : 


In that he ſaith a New Covenant, he hath made the firfF Old: - Now 


That which Decayeth and waxeth Old, is ready to Fanſh _ (or; to 
_ expire. ) They do not claim a Power, to Aboliſh a Law of God's 


making; 
But prove by Argument, that thele Laws are An71qunated or Expired 3 
as not being 1atended, by the Law-maker,to bind longer than till ſuch 
a time. As Rom. 7. The Woman ts bound by the Law to her Husband 
as long as he lives; But if the hushand be Dead, fhe is free from the 
Law : Not that the Law zs Aboliſhed ; byt the Caſe is Altered. 

And it is from theſe Confiderations that he Argues againſt C:r- 
cumci/ion Col. 2. 11. and the Jew!ſh Sabbath, ver. 16. For as to the 
Sub/tantials of the Service, provided a Sabbath be duly kept, it 1s 
much one whether on the Seventh or the Fir/t day. Now theſe (Sub- 
ftantials) are (he tells us p. 83.) « /zvely ſpiritual Converſe with the 
Father, Son and Holy-Ghoft, in private Duties and publick Ordinances 
(where they can be had,) andin a Holy Reft all that day, ſaving emer- 
gent caſes of Neceſſity and Mercy. Which may be equally done 
on either day. | 

But as to thoſe who were not ſatisfied. with theſe Arguments ; (if 
they were ſuch as were before under thoſe Commands ) he doth not 
urge his duthority ; He leaves them to' prafiiſe according to: their 
own judgment (but without cenſuring others ) t1ll they ſha better 
fatisfhed, 2s 1n Roms. 14. But as to the Gertzles, who Wa never been 
under theſe- Laws, the caſe was otherwiſe. Which makes him 
argue otherwHe with the (Gentile ) Galatians, Epheſians, and Co- 
bans, than with the Chriſtian Fews at Rowe. : | 

And as to his Queſtion, p. 47. hen, where, and by whom, it was 
taken away, I ſay Then, there, andfby the fame, who took away Crr- 
cumciſion and the other MoſarchiRites, That 1s, Fundamentally by 
Chrift at his death who nailed them to his Croſs, after which they 
ceaſed to. be Obligatory; But Executzvely and Praffrcally by his A- 
poltles, and the Chriſtian Church, according as they did ( leiſurably 


.and in time) come to underſtand their Liberty. 


All which we are to preſume they did according to'fuch direfi- 


'- ,005 as Chriſt gave them. For ( as this Author obſeryes p. 80.) Paw!, 
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in thoſe Primitrue times, when the Ceremonial Law was freſh in 
memory, and the Goſpel newly preached, had much a-do to remove the 
farf? converted Jews from Circumciſion and other Ceremonials, (and fo 
trom their Fewtfh Sabbath ;) therefore theſe things were to wear 
oft by degrees, and not to be 7orn from them all at once. | 
And this I think is enough ( to a perſon not prejudiced) as to the 
Removal of the (then) Fewiſh Sabbath ; appointed by Moſes after 
their coming out of Zgypr.,: on the ſeventh day from the firf? raming* 
of Hanna, and not given to al the world, but to be a d:/tinf#7ue ſin 
of them from other Nations. "= "ON 
 Now- as to the other Point tn Queſtion, ' the Obſervation of the 
Lora's day :T «would ground that originally on the Fourth Command. 
ment ; which doth appoint a Seventh day of Fioly Reff, after Six days 
of Ordinary Labour. Which doth dire&ly concern the Sub/tantials 
of Worſhip (that a Sabbathibe kept and God thus ſerved), but whe- 
ther on this or that day of the Seven, is meerly Circumſtantial, and _ 
Ws, Paul calls it )- a Shadow, 11 compariſon of the Boay or Subſtance, 
ch-15, he tells vs, what Chrift reſpefts. «4: G 
- But then ag to-that, Why the 77/4 day rather than another? I 
anſwer, Firſt, Here'was a much more memorable Accident, of Chri/ts 
Reſurretion; than was that of Raming Manna, from whence the 
Jewiſh Sabbath takes its date, as the Seventh day from it.( not from 
the Creation) or that of the Qai/s the Night before, (the firſt day 
that'God ted them by Miracle from Heaven,) And therefore ſtands as 
fair for beginning ſuch a Circulation of Weeks and-Sabbaths. 
. We are told Fer. 16. 14, 19. and Fer. 3, 7, 8. Behold the days 
core (ſaith the Lord) that 1t ſhall no more be ſaid, The Lord Ineth. 
that brought up the Children of Tſrael out of the land of Egypt ; But 
The Lordliveth that brought up the Childrens of 1ſrael out of the Nort 
Country. Not, that the tormer deliverance was to be forgotten; but 
a greater than it did make it (comparatively) to diſappear (as when 
the light of cthe'Sun doth obſcure that of the Moon and Stars;) And. 
fo here, the Reſurree7rom of Chriſt to be commemorated paramount . 
to that of former Mercies. 
Next, in purſuance of this Occaſion, we find onr Saviour did on 
that day of his Reſurref1on, appear to Mary Magdalen and the other - 
Women, declaring to them the Det7rme of the Reſurreion'; then, to | 
the two Diſciples going to Zimmans, Preaching to them (at large) the 
ſame Doctrine, and Celebrating with them the Zords Snapper ; and 
afterward (the ſame day) to thoſe afſembled at Feraſa/em ( with other 
Sabbatical works) and ſolemnly B/eſfimg that Convention. And if 
our Author by bleffore the Seventh day Gen. 2. would have us _— 
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ſtandan 7n/?itution or Command to obſerve it ; We have as much here; 
Chriſt zozned. in this Aﬀſembly, and Bleſſed it. For ſo much is inti- 
mated 1n' that his ſolemn Fenedif#:0n (a firſt and ſecond time, Fob. 
20. 19, 21-) Peace be unto you ; and be breathed on them: ſaying, Re- 
cerve ye the Holy Ghoſt. | %7 Pi w— 

He did fo a ſecond time on the ſame day the next Week; he Aſſem- 
Bled with them (1n Religious Services) and Bleſſed them. DEE 

He did (according to his: Promiſe made: on that firſt day of his 
Reſurre&ion) ſend on them that miraculous Zfu/on of the - Hafp 
Ghoſt on the day of Penrecofi, which being the Fiftieth day from his 
ReſurreQtion, was therefore the fir? day of the week as was that of 
the Reſnrreion. On which-day: of: Pentecoſt we find them alſo 
otherwiſe exerciſed in Religious Employments, and atteſted further 
by a miraculous converſion of three thouſand ſouls. 

We find St. Paul at 7 roas Ad. 20, Preaching to the Diſciples aſſem- 
bled ( as it ſeems their manner was) on rhe ff day of ihe week 7o 
break bread ; that 1s, to celebrate the Lords Supper. | 


That ſuch*Aflemblies were wont to be at Cormrh,on the firfl day of © 


the Week, the Apoſtle preſumes, or takes for granted ;.and gives d1- 
reQtion for a Co//edF7on to be then made, 1 Cor. 16, SH: bags 2s 
And he had done (ſo before, as he there ſignifies, to the Churches 4 
Galatia; preſuming or taking for grams, that they alſo did ſo uſe 
to meet on the farſt day of the Week. 
And we have no reaſon to doubt but that ſuch meetings 'were 


wont to be in other Churches. We cannot doubt but that other of 


\ the Apoſiles did diſperſe themſelves into other parts of the World, 
though we have not a like account of their Travels, as we have-of 
Paul's recorded by St. Luke But we are to preſume. (thoughait be 
not recorded) that their Doftrine aud PraRtice was-conſonant te his ; 
and that accordingly they had ſuch weekly meetings on the Lord's 
Day, as theſe Churches had of whom we have the Hiſtory. 

Hence that day had the name given of the Lord's-day, ruice weed, 
as we find it called Rev. I. 10. (as that of the Sacrament is called 
Sr ivory weeds the Lord's _ 1 Cor. 11. 20.) which name it re- 
zaineth to this day, and for ſuch purpoſe. . 

And all this, I think, is ſufficient for us to continue our Obſerva- 
tion of the ſame day. Iamſure 'tis much more than he can ſhew for 
his ſeventh-day Sabbath for more that zwwo thouſand five hundred years 
from the firſt Creation. | 

Ir 1s not neceſlary that we have expreſs words of Command recorded: 
We have no Record 1n Scripture of ſuch expreſs word of Command 
tor the ſevensth-day Sabbath, ull after ſracls coming out of fgypt 5 


nor 
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nor'for the x of God by Sacrifice ; nor for other things which 
yet were Duties $4 any Record of ſuch expreſ#words of Com. 
mand. It is enough if we can otherwiſe colle& it to be God's Will, 
according to the beſt light we have. | 

If this Gentleman think himſelf obliged to keep the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath a//o- this doth not hurt us. This, I think, was the caſe of the 
Chriſtian Fews at firſt. I do not much queſtzon but that they did, as 
other Chriſtians, obſerve the Lord's Day. The doubt was, whether 
they were not to obſerve a/ſo the Jewiſh Sabbath as before they did. 
And theſe Believers who were yet zealous of the Law, and thought 
themſelves obliged, Zogether with Chriſtianity, to obſerye the Law of 
ago; did no doubt think themſelves*equally obliged tothe Zewyſh 

hath. Thoſe who thought themſelves obliged to be Baptized, and 
to be Circumciſed alſo, thought themſelves in like manner obliged to 
obſerve the Zord's Day and alſo the Zewiſh Sabbath. And (till they 
ſhould be better ſatisfied ) the Apoſtles permit (the Fews) 1o to do. © 

. Tf this do notſatisfy him; I have yet two Expedients for him. 

1. Let him begin his Yee on Monday, and then Sunday will be 
the Seventh-day. Whether the SEventh 1n courſe from the Creation, 
I cannot tell; nor can any man living .inform me. But 1t will at 
leaſt be the S?venth day of Hrs Week. | 

2. If he be not ſatisfied with this: My next Expedient is thus. 
Let him take a VGyage round the World, -as Sir Francis Drake did. 
Going out of the Atlantick Ocean Welt-ward.by the Streights of Ma- 
gellanto the Eaſft-Indies; and then, from the Eaſt, returning by the 
Cape of "Good Fope (the uſual way) homeward. And take with him 
as-many as pleaſe of thoſe who are of his mind. . And let. them keep 
their Sararday-ſabbath all the way. When they come home to Zng- 
land, they will find their Saturday to fall upon our Sunday ; and they 
may thenceforth continue to obſerve their Saturday-ſabbath on the 
ſame day with us. . Which 1s the ſecond Expedient. 

If you ask, How this can be? I will make it very plain, that 
ſo it wiHl be, and fo it mwmſt be. For, Suppoling the Earth to be. 
Round, and the Sun moving from Eaſt to Weſt; you muſt allow 
that 1t comes ſooner to the Eaſtern parts than to the Weſtern. Tt 
will ſooner be Noor in Fo/land than in England, and ſooner here 
than in Jre/and. 

If yow ask, How much ſooner? We ſay, that Fifteen Degrees of 
Longitude Weſt-ward, makes it an Hour Jater. As if he Embark 
about - Dover, Tarmouth, or other Port on the Eaſt-fide of Zng/and, . 
and Sail as far Weſt-ward as the Wglt of 7re/and (or a little farther) 
it will be an ZHovr later, and not bE Noon there till it be One a clock 
at 
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at the place where he Embarked. And ſo in proportion, an Hour-for 
every Eifteen degrees. And ew mow when ; he bath gone round 
the whole Circle of. Three handred ard Sixty Degrees, ( that is Four 
and twenty times Fifteen,) it will be later by Four and 7wenty hours, 

That is, it will be but Sarurday-noom with him, when it is Sunday- 

7008 with thoſe who ſtaid here, That 1s,. His Sazurday-will be Our 

Sunday. And thenceforth his Satwrday-Sabbath will be the ſame day 

with our Sunday-Stbbath ever after. 

And this,I think ſhould fully ſatisfy him. For he tells us, p.39. The 
variety of the time of the Sun-ri/ing or ſettmg in d:fferent Climates doth” 


0 way diſturb; for that a day longer 'or ſhorter ts flill a day,and but a day... 


Moſt certain it is he who ſhall have thus ſailed round the World 
will have had one day fewer than thoſe who ftaid here.. So it wis 
with Sir Francis Drake and his Company : And ſo it hath been with 
all who have taken ſuch'a Voyage, (as many have done, for it 1s not 
a rare caſe:) and {o will be to any who ſhall ſo do. 

What he would reſolve upon this caſe, or what he thinks Sir 
Francis Drake was to do when this happened; I cannot tell. 

If he would go on to reckon the days according as they had hap- 
ened to him 1n his Voyage; then this Expedient muſt fully Griaky 
jw For then he keeps his Saturday. Sabbath on'our Sunday. . 

It he thinks the account ſhould be re&ified when or before he 
comes home, and call the days thenceforth as he finds thoſe to do 
that ſtaid here, what ſhall be come of that day he hath loſt? and 
which day of the Week ſhall he reckon that to be ? 

- And, When muſt he reQify that account? when he comes home,or 
| ſomewhere by the way ? For it would be juſt the ſame, if, before. he 
come at England, he ſhould have landed in Fraxce or Spazr, or on the 


Coalt of Africk,or even at the Ea/t-Inajes,and all the way from thence, 


he would {Hl be a day behind them. And ſo he would be with every 
Ship that in his way he ſhould meet with. If he and ſuch other Ship 
© meet at the Iſle of St. Helens to take freſh water, his Saturday will be 
their Sunday ; and on which of the two days are they to keep-their 
Sabbath ? or mult they keep it one on the one day, and the other on 
the other ? 

Tfhe ſay that the account 1s to be refified by the way (before he 
comes home) then Where? or When ? and by What rule? For when 
ever he doth ſo reQiify it, he muſt then begin to call Sunday what 
Jult before he was to call Saturaay. : | 

It he ſay,This muſt be left to Diſcretion, when,and where : Then 
mult 1t be matter of diſcretion ( and not determin'd by the Fourth 
Commandment ) on which of the two days 1n queſtion the Sabbath 
ſhall be kept. | . But 
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But then here will again come in our amazing demand (as p. 48, 
86, 87.) What man or men, without an high Uſurpation of the Divine 
Authority, contrary to the Firft Commanament, ſhall,with pretended good 
mntentions, aſſume an authority of their own heads, to appoint (for this or 
that place; ſuppoſe the Streights of Magellan) what day ſhall be the 
Loras holy Sabbath ? Who, but our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that 7s Lord of 
the Sabbath, hath power to in/titute a Sabbath-aay ? 1f the Church or any 
part thereof be once admitted to have ſuch Power, what Bolts or Locks 
will be firong enough for ſuch a Door, to keep it from letting in tipon the 

Churches of Chrift whatſoever pleaſeth cheſs in Power ? 

I ſhall not much trouble my ſelf to anſwer all this Yarmth. Bur 
( when that 1s over) if at or near the S!rezzhts of Mazellan (2 place, | 
think, not inhabited, or not by Chriſtian, ) a Colony be planted by 
ſome from hence, and ſome from th# Eaſt-Indies; thoſe who come 
thither from hence will ( acoripg/ts their account ) call that Satur- 
day, which thoſe who come thither from the other ſide will ({accor- 
ding to their account) call Sunday : Muſt they have no Sabbath 
at all? (that's againſt the Fourth Commandment : ) Or muſt they by 
conſent agree upon the day? ( this I ſhould think, 1t he would gtvye 
me leave:) Or muſt they keep 1t ſome upon one day ſome on the other? 
This I would by no means adviſe, if it may be avoided: Becauſe 1t 
would be a manifeſt confuſion and. diforder; And they would not 
both ( if either ) be the Seventh-day in courſe from the Creation : And 
which of them is ſo, 1s-not poſſible for any man to know. And it 
would be more for common Edification that they do agree upon a com- 
mon day. And not much matter, whether of the Two. ' 

This Gentleman, if he can conſider of it calmly, I am apt to think 
wall be of the ſame mind; and think it better to have fuch a Sabbath 
than none at all ; and that the little circumſtance, whether on this or 
that day, ſhould be diſregarded in compariſon of the Sub/tantials of 
the Dury. 

There be many things which the Ford of God or the Drvine Law 
doth determine z# 7, beſt which when 2» Fyporhe/z they come 1n pra- 
iſe, will require the intervention of Prudentials or Humane Laws. 
The Eighth Commandment ſays, mult not S7eal,or take unduly from 
my Netghbour what is His: But, What 1s Mane, and what 1s =; 
Neighbours, will _ much upon Humane Laws ; and,what ſhall 
be reputed a Treſpaſs on my Neighbours land ; or, a forfeiture of his 
right. The Seventh Commandment 4ays, 7 hou ſhalt not commit Adul- 
zery : But it will depend much upon Humane Law, what ſhall be re- 
pured a Good'Marriage. The Sixth Commandment ſays 7 hou fbalt not 


Kill: But it will mych depend upon Humane Law what ſhall be re- 
: =. puted 
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puted Self-defenſe, or a Juſt War, or a Forfeiture of Life. The Fifth 
Commandment requires us to Fenour and Obey our Parents; But, in 
many caſes, 'tis Humane Law that is to determine, whois to be repu- 
ted the Father. If a Widow be left with Child by a former Huſ- 
band, and marry another before. that Child be born ( which ſome- 
time happens; ) 'twill be a point in Law, not in Divinity, to whether 
of the Two Fathers this Son ſhall be Heir. And if my Father require 
me to part with what Eſtate 1s my own,'twill be a po in Law,how 
far I am required to obey ſuch a Command. (And the like as to other 
Superiours, as wellas Natural Parents.) And thoſe Laws which ſeem 
Abſolute (as Thou ſhalt not Kill, Thou ſhalt not Steal, &c.) Have 
yet their Tacite Z:mtations implied, For no man doubts but there 
are caſes wherein:z7o A7// may be lawful; as in Se/f-defenſe, in a juſt 
War, and for Capital Crimes; And in ſuch caſes, to tate fiom our 
Neighbour what was His. And, notwithſtanding the Command of 
Honour thy Father audeHMeother,. or that of Children obey your Parents 
in all things ; there may things happen, wherein we are not obliged 
to do what they bid us.. And 1n all ſuch caſes there 1s room for Pru- 
dence to interpoſe. Not, to Abrogate or Repeal a Law of God ; But to 
judge what 1s the true Intent of that Law. So notwithſtanding that 
Command of the Sabbath, 7 z? thou ſhall do no manner of WE. yet 
our Saviour tells us, 7 he Prieſts 2n the Temple profane the Sabbath aud 
are blameleſs ; and againſt the Phariſees ſuper/t:tions rigour he argues, 
not onely from his own Authority (7 he Son of «Man is Lord of the 
Sabbath-aay ) But from the Reaſon of the Law, The Sabbath was made 
for Man, and not Man for the Sabbath ; and conſequently 1s ſo to be 
underitood as may be for the Good of Han ( ſpiritual and bodily) not 
for his FZurz. And our Author allows the emergent caſes of Neceſſity 
' and Mercy; And no man doubts but that if a Fouſe be on Fire, we 
may Labour to: quench it. In all which caſes Prudence may be uſed, 
but muſt not (upon that pretenſe) be Abuſed. Not as if it were left 
to. our Prudence, whether or no the Law of God ſhall be Qbeyed ; 
But, what 1s, in ſuch caſes, the true /ntendment of the Law of God 
And there needs no other Locks. or Bolts (as our Author ſpeaks) to 
confine Prudence in ſuch caſes, than in all other Prudential Atts. So 
when the Fourth Commandment requires. us fo keep holy the Sabbath- 
_ aay ; it. may yet, in many cafes, depend much upon Prudence or Hu- 
mane Laws, which day ſhall be reputed the Sabbath. And if this Au- 
thor te]l us, it muſt be the Severth,in courſe from the Creation ; We are 
never 2 whit the nearer. For though he take great pleaſure, on all 
occaſtons,to exclaim againſt7radzt10n; yet he muſt admit agreat deal of 
Traaition to intervene before he can proye this or that day to be a 
Seventh in courſe from the Creation. 1 
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I am apt to think alſo, that when he hath well confider'd the caſe 
of Sr. Francis Drake ( and many more ſince that time, who ſailing 
round the world, as he did, Have loſt a day,) he will come to one of 
theſe two Reſolutions : Either that when he comes back to England 
he muſt continue to call that Saturday which on his account was ſo; 
(and then his Saturaay-ſabbath will be the ſame with our Suzday:) Or 
elſe that his account muſt be ſomewhere reQified in his Voyage by - 
Ski Ping aday; and then and there beginning to call Sunday what, 
uſt efore, he was to call Saurday. ITre 
Now becauſe there 1s nothing 1n Nature to determin® where this 
-1ft be ; nor 1s there any thing of Divine Inſtitution ( that I know 
of) to determine where it ſha# be; It ſeems to me to be Prudentia), 
or moſt rational, (if nothing intervene to counterbalance it, )to be at 
what we call the ff Meridian, from whence we reckon the De- 
grees of Longitude, Eaſtward, 1, 2, 3, ec. and ſo onward till we 
come round to: 36o, at the ſame Meridian 2gain ;' and thence begin 
to reckon onward 1, 2, 3, Of as before, for-another ronnd. © © 

This firſt Meridian, 1n Pro/ermy's time, was "accounted to be a- 
bout the Weſtern part of the- Mics ſhore ; as being'the moſt We. 
{tern part of the World then known. Of later times, Geographers _ 
have been pleaſed to remove 1t more Weſt, - about the Hlafids called 
Azores, or the Flemiſh /flands. But all agree to place it between 
our Continent and that of America. And if from that Meridian,from 
whence we reckon the beginning of Lengitude, we reckon alſo 
the benny of Days; then the laſt of Sa7uraay mult there end,and 
the firſt of Sunday muſt there begin. And therefore at that Meri- 
dian the fſailers -round the World ſhould reQify their account , 
calling it Saturday on. the one fide of 1t, and- Sunday on the other ; 
that being the /ats/? of Saturday, and the ſooneſt of Sunday. 

He wall tell'me perhaps, that, by this: account, if Fe keep: our: 
Sabbath on Sunday,thoſe in NVew.'Zng/and muſt be faid to keep theirs 
on Monday, as being on the other {ide of that Meridian: «+ And 'tis 
true, 1t would ſo follow. - And therefore I did interpoſe, if nothin 
elſe do intervene to counterbalance it. ' And this is what I didath 1 
intimate, as diſputable, whether we 'and they in- New-Zng land are 
to be ſaid to keep our Sabbath on the ſame day. 

'But It. 1s: the ſame caſe as to the whole Continent of America.

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, Which 1s not ſaid to raiſe new /ſcruples, ( as if T would adviſe an 
alteration of a received computation; which is well enough as it 1s; 
and I know not how to mend it :) But to ſhew there is an unavoida- 
ble Necellity of leaving much to Prudential conſiderations, What day 
ſhall be reputed” /unday, and what the ſabbath, in this or that place. 
And therefore it cannot reaſonably be thought the deſign of the 
fourth Commandment to confine us to ſuch Crrcumſtantial Niceties, 
which do not at all influence the ſub/tantials of Yor ſhip. | 
The fourth Commandment requires the ſeventh day of Holy Reft, 
after /ix days of ordinary Labour. But of a Seventh day 1n courſe 
from the Creation to be ſo obſerved, it faith nothing : Nor is it poſli- 
ble for us to know. The Jews.obſerved a ſeventh day in courſe from 
the firf? raming of Manna ; but I do not know how this concerns us ; 
or, 1f 1t did, how we ſhall know which is that day? ( for this Gentle- 
man w1ll not allow 7raa+/ion to be a good proof.) Fe obſerve a 
ſeventh day 1n courſe from what ( we think ) the Apoſtles did obſerve. 
I! we miſtake our reckoning (which I think; we do not ) 4t. is nota. 
Cuipable Tgnorance; for it is according to the beſt Light we have. 
Thas day we are 1n paſſe/from of, and the' Chriſtian Church hath ſo 
been for meny Fundred years. And he that would diſpoſleſs us of 
 1t, muſt ſhgw a better 'Title.. (The old rule is, Poſſtaentis potior il 
ratzo.) To change meerly for change ſake, is Fooltth. If he would. 
lay a Drvine Neceffe on us.to oblerye the Fewr/b Sabbath from the 
firlt raining of Hanna ( if at lealt that be theday by them obſerved 
1n our Say1our's time ;.) he muſt make it clear to us, which 1s that 
day (by a better argument, if he can, than Tradition :) And, that 
we are of neceſſity obliged to that day ; which was (himſelf acknow- 
ledges) a d;/tini#1ve ſign of them from 57her Nations, as Circumci/ion. - 
alſo was. And if hrs d;/tinf7ive mark (when the partition wall ts 
broken down) do as much ceaſe as that did: *Tis as truly ſauperft:- 
tion now to put a nece//ity upon 1t, as. upon Crrcamcr/ion. Which - 
though the Apoſtles would, for a while, permit to the Jews; ( to 
whom 1t had once been a Law) cull they thould be better ſatisfied ; 
Yet world by no means allow to the Gentzi/es, to whom it had nor - 
before been a Law. AndT think the caſe is juſt the ſame of the . 
Jewiſh Sabbath as contradiſtinguiſhed to the Lord's Day.
